Called from their beds at 2:00 o'clock this morning-, 


Ijy Deputy Sheriffs Xutting and Joseph, of Cleveland. H. 
iW*. Ingersoll and \V. B. Richmond, of this city were hur- 
ried to Cleveland and placed in jail for the balance of the 
night. 


Mr. Ingersoll stated last night that he had called up 


Sheriff Hanratty yesterday afternoon when he learned of 
the indictments and was told that he and Mr. Richmond 
need not come in until morning. Evidently the sheriff 
changed his mind and had the men taken in charge at once. 
The other indicted men were also taken from their homes 
by deputies and subjected to the same treatment. 


On account of the lateness of the hour, no judge could 


be secured, although all the men were perfectly able to 
furnish any bail required. 


While these men are under indictment, it hardly 


Seems just, after their having received the word that they 
'did that they should be subject to such treatment. How- 
ever, they were cheerful, and expressed themselves as be- 
ing sure that they would be acquitted of any criminal 
fcharge.

Washington, Aug. 9. — Indications

The attitude of the senate pre- 
sages a struggle in conference and 
probably a compromise in the end be- 
tween the two bodies, which will re- 
sult in a bill a bit more drastic than 
that contemplated by the senate and 
more lenient than that contemplated 
by the house.

tailers in part—sometimes in large 
part—are responsible for exorbitant 
prices; and it is quite practicable 
for 
the government, through the 


agsscies I ha\e mentioned, to supply 
the public with full information as 
to the prices at which retailers buy 
and as to the costs ot transportation 
they pay, in order that it may be 
known just what margin of profit 
they are demanding 


"Existing law is Inadequate. There 


are many perfectly legitimate methods 
by -which the government can exer- 
cise restraint and guidance Let me 
urge, in the first place, that the 
present food control act should be 
extended both as to the period of 
time during which it shall remain in 
operation 
and as 
to 
the 
com- 


modities to which it shall 
apply. 


Its provisions against hoarding should 
be maoe to apply not only to food but 
also to feedstuffs, to fuel, to clothing, 
| and to many other commodities whlca 


are indlsputaoly necessaries of lite. 


"To the same end, I earnestly rec- 


ommend, In the second place, that 
the congress pass a lav.- regulating 
cold storage as it is regulated, for 
example, by the laws Of the state of 
New Jersey, which limit the time 
during which goods may be kept in 
tfcorage, prescribe tho methods of 
disposing of them if kept beyond the 
permitted period, and require that 
goods released from storage shall in 
all cases bear tho date of their re- 
colpt. 


"The world must pay for the ap- 


palling destruction wrought by the 
great war, and •»• are part of the 
world.
